On a day cevoted to the memorsi-s of 
war, we may glorify peace and rejoice 
that the promise of the future is for its 
endurance. To say the United States 
will never engage in another great war 
may seem idle snd but a dream of tha 
fancy, but confidence in such a preijlc- 
tion is not unreasonable, and every 
sign is full of promise 

The perpetuity of the union, the na- 
tionalty of the states have been estab- 
lished forever. No man speaks cr 
thinks or dis-union as a possibility The 
Grand Army did not sacrifice in vain. 
Your comrades to whom the tribute of 
the day is paid did not cie in vain. 
And now after the lapse of a genera- 
tion, we know we have a union of the 
states and a union of the people, aud 
that there is loyalty and love for the 
government and flag everywhere. 


We find the promise of peace in the 
exhibition of what may be called the 
military capacity of the United States 
in the recent war with Spain. 


Called unexpectedly to meet the exe- 
gencies of war after a long period of 
uninterrupted peace, a period during 
which more than in any other in tha 
history of the country its people had 
been absorbed in the development of 
the wonderful natural resources in 
their possession, until the acquisition 
of wealth seemed almost to represent 
the genius of the American people, and 
foreign nations believed a foe wouid 
find only millionaires and shop-keepers 
upon our shores. The call to arms was 
Without warning but the response was 
quick, complete and spontaneous. The 
American people differed radically and 
somewhat bitterly as to the wisdom 
of intervention in the affairs of Cuba. 
| But war once legally declared, there 
was no ciscordant note in the chorus of 
patriotism that resounded through the 
ianji, Discussion ceased. Men moved 
under the inspiration of the flag and 
the past deeds of the American soldier 
and sailor on land and sea. The quotas 
of the states were soon in camp, the de- 
rided millionaire and shop-keeper, the 
black regiment an? the white marched 
ride by si’e, and the war was over be- 
fore fairly begun. No one doubts.that 
had the war with Spain been a great 
war and the call been for five hundred 
thousand men the response would have 
been equally ready and complete. The 
war demonstrate@ the unity of the 
American people. It will not be doubted 
again. Neither will it be claimed again 
that in America the martial spirit has 
decayed with growth in wealth. The 
highest civilization, the mosit remarka- 
ble achievements in manufacture and 
commerce can no longer be considered 
inconsistent with the possession of the 
best soldiery and the best navy in the 
world. The value to the future peace 
of the republic of the lesson taught 
the nations by the Spanish war caniot 
be over estimated. The republic» itself 
was taught a lesson never to forgotten; 
that of the folly and danger of unread- 
iness for war. Among all the great na- 
tions the United States was the only 
‘one unprepared for war. From the de- 
struction of the Maine when war with 
Spain became inevitable to the com- 
mencement of hostility, but two months 

intervened, and the American sailor 
faced the liability of action and the 

American soldier stood upon the firing 
line equipped with arms and ammuni- 
tion antiquated and almost obsolete. 
Had the war been with a great power, 
had the message of Cleveland been 
followed by war with England the be- 

ginnings of such a_ conflict would 

have witnessed loss and disaster be- 
yond all words to express. Never again 
will the United States find itself in 
like position. Desiring peace above all 
things after liberty and justice, it will 
guard its peace with a navy commen- 
surate with its power and a regular 
army ample in numbers and equipment 
for all ordinary demands, and a nation- 
al guard equal to any emergency how- 
ever unexpected or formidable. The 
burden of the armaments of civilized 
nations of the present day is heavy but 
is not comparable to the loss and waste 
of war. This ‘burden is the price of

But to those who see danger to our

| apprehension is in the acquisition of 
the Phil:ippine istands. And it must be 
admitted that of ail our territory these 
faraway islands are easier of attack 
ni most difficult of defense. Their dis- 

tance, number, climate, vast extent 0? 
coast, nearness to foreign naval sla- 
tions and divers population are all ele- 
ments of military weakness. This con- 
dition will be vastly improved if the 
people of the islands become really 
Americanized, learn to love the insti- 
tutions undr which they live, and to 
appreciate all that freedom and justice 
mean to men. Their character as sol- 
ciers has not yet been proved but they 
possess the numbers and natural re- 
sources to fill and support vast armies. 
Loyalty to American soverignty is the 
one requisite ag yet uncertain. 

But whatever would be the strength 
or weakness of our possession of tue 
Phi ippine islands in case of actual hos- 
tility, if we consider whether that pos- 
session in itself will lead to future 


complication or conflict, there is little 


ground for fear, It is clearly the inter- 
est of the great European nations that 
the Philippine islands be controlled by 
a strong rather than a weak nation. 
These nations are more jealous and 
watchful of each other than of Lhe 
United States, and either as controlled 
by a weak nation or as independent 
these islands would be to them a con- 
stant’ solicitude. The United States is 
not now and never will be a factor in 
the so-called eastern question, and 
however near the Asiatic shores it may 
jacquire possessions, it will not be fear- 
ed as Gesiring to extend its influence 
upon the eccntinent. No single European 
nation could hope to dis-possess the 
United States of its island possessions 
lin tae east without arousing the hostil- 
ity of others, and the hold of the United 
States is as secure and peaceful as 
though the is'ands lay stretched off the 
cvast from Maine to Flori.a. 

Those who see danger in the posses- 
sion of the Philippines see it most 
clearly defined in the broadening for- 
eign policy it has induced, in supposed 
obligations, assumed by the United 
States as a world power, in new inter- 
ests to be upheld and new temptations 
to the acquisition of territory. In all 
this they .see peril to our peace. Such 
fears however are not weil grounded 
in fact. The United States did not take 
possession of the: Philippine islands as 
a part of its policy but as a neceSsary 
result of war. The only existing gov- 
ernment had been overthrown by arms; 
it was unfit to be restored; the only 
alternative was that the victor should 
replace it by a government of its own. 
The policy of the United States has not 
been changed or enlarged beyond the 
requirements of the situation, the res- 
toration of peace and! order, and the 
establishment of civil governments 
founded upon justice and the equality 
of man. It is difficult to see how its 
obligation can extend further and as 
‘to ambition for territorial aggran ilze- 
ment it has shown how quickly and 
sternly it can put that aside by tne 
recent example in China. 


That the influence of the United 
States has been greatly enhanced by 
the results of the Spanish war no one 
can deny, But it is an influence that 
finds its wisest exercise in the preser- 
vation of existing national land marks, 
in the insistance upon treaty rights, in 
the open oor to the freest, friendliest 
intercourse among the nations. The 
world’s peace will never be disturbed 
by our possessions in the east nor can 
our own be endangered. The expand- 
ing policy of the United States, its 
quick advance in the field of inter- 
national diplomacy have been attribu- 
ted to the lust.for power and possession 
born of the Spanish war. They are re- 
ally but the accompaniments of a sud- 
den awakening to the possibilities of 
commercial greatness, a vision of su- 
premacy in the markets of the worid 
that came almost as a revelation. It is 
a vision of conquest indeed, but a con- 
quest of peace. This onward movement 
which knows no barriers and sees no 
end was not the result of the Spanish 
war or territorial acquisition. It came 
because it was due in the fullness of 
time. It was an evolution from condi-

by the American people till a brighter 
day shall dawn when war shall no lon- 
ger be the arbitriment of inter-national 
cispute and the powerful nations shall 
unite to protect the weak. 

{ To very many there has come the 
fear that the results of the Spanish 
War, though grand and honorable, are 
a menace to our peace. But taken to- 
gether and looked at practically, such 
fear seems groundless. The fast foot- 
ho'd of despotism in the western hemis- 
phere has been swept away. While it 
existed there was ever present the dan- 
ger of conflict. Lincoln said ‘‘the union 
could not exist half free and _ half 
slave,’ and it might be equally well 
said that the American continent could 
not go forward in its development half 
free and half despotic. The successful 
revolutions in South America, the c2n- 
tury of revolutions in Cuba, the failure 
of Maximillin in Mexico all prove the 
truth of the assertion. Cuba was so 
near the shores of the United States, 
its community of interest and strategic 
importance were such that it was al- 
most inevitable that sooner or later the 
United States should be drawn jnto 
the “irrepressible conflict” waged in the 
island almost without intermission. 
| And now that the inevitable has hap- 
pened and the conflict is over the: Uni- 
| ted’ States sees no power in the westera 


hemisphere with which there is any 
| probability it will ever be at war, To 
'the north is a powerful and kindre1 
, people cherishing the same ideas of 


government and civilization as itself. 
To the south and in the Carribean sea 
}are the Latin R epubiics, slowly and 
against great obstacles working their 
way toa realization of the same ideals. 
With ail.these governments the United 
States may reasonably hope to be ever 
at peace..No aggression or encroach- 
ment of its own will ever endanger that 
peace, and the prospect is bright that 
its earnest endeavor now being exerted 
for a closer union of the American re- 
publics will be successful. 

Certainly there’is one feature of the 
control of the international and finan- 


equalled natural resources and foster- 
ing care of developing industries until 
the product far excelled all thome de- 
mand and sought distribution in lands 
beyond the sea. This movement is not 
to be feared or resisted. It contains no 
threat of war and all its victories will 
be those of peace. 

Perhaps the chief doubt of the per- 
manency of our peace arises from the 
well known policy of the United States 
that will not permit the overthrow of 
governments already established in this 
hemisphere and the erection upon their 
ruins of those of foreign origin. ‘This 
policy is regarded by many as a chal- 
lenge to the world anda constant invi- 
tation to war; a war for which it is 
claimed we should eyen now make 
preparations. This policy is not the re- 
sult of but is given prominence by the 
Spanish war. It also receives additional 
consideration from the fact that the 
same spirit of commercial expansiou 
so marked in America is active in the 
great nations of Europe, and with them 
commercial expension means the acquia 
sition of territory or spheres of influ-

| ence even to the cestruction .of exisi- | 


ing governments anid the waging of 
Wars that seem unjust and rapacious. 
And it is natural that they should re- 
| gard with disfavor a policy that closes 
the door to so favorable a field for ex- 
| ploitation as the western hemisphere. 
The right of the United States to en- 
| force this. policy is without exception 
| denied by other nations, and there is 
no doubt if it Were supported by a 
| weak power it would prove but an idle 
dream and empty boast. 

| Here indeed the prospect for peace 
| might seem forbidding, but it brightens 
upon examination. The policy is an old 
one. It came in with the eary years 
'of the century just passed. It has stood 
the test of time. It is aimed at no one 
nation or race. It is not for attack but 
for cefense. It is not a sword but a 
shield, It does not exclude the people 
of other nations from the western 
shores, but invites all without distinc- 
tion. It is not Europeans in America 


but Europe in America which the Uni- | 
ted States forbids. Any foreign nation 
seeking homes and new fields of activ- 
ity for its surplus population or desir- 
ing to lay the foundation of its civiliza- 
tion in new lands would find no obsta- 
cle but rather help in the Munroe Doc- 
trine, This doctrine in its essence leave: 
tittle to be fought for by foreign na- 
tions beyond that they now possess and 
its peaceful maintenances in the future 
is reasonably secure. 

If We look beyond the conditions in- 
timately related to our own national 
life to those which prevail in the 
world at large, we find the prospect of 
peace equally satisfactory and assur- 
ing. Tne great armaments maintained 
by the civilized nations while created 
for war alone yet cast their mighty 
power in the scale for peace. War be> 
tween enlightened nations is «now 
known to be suicidal. The imagination 
halts appalled at the destruction of life 
involved and at the waste places that 
would take the room of city and town 
and fertile field. , ° 

The great war of the future is now in 
progress; the banner of America is in 
the fore front of the strife. It is. the 
contest for “cOmmercial.and.industrial 
supremacy. Its antagonisms and ri- 
valries may be sharp and bitter. But 
it is the essentia!s of this warfare that 
governments should be stable, that 
conditions should be settled and law 
and order be supreme. ; 

A deadly foe to success in ths 
field of contest-is the exceeding waste- 
fulness of war. Millions spent in subju- 
gation of men or lands are absolutely 
lost, and against such wars there stand 
arrayed today all the forces of civiliza- 
tion, the selfishness of men and nations, 
the captains of industry and financial 
magnates of the world.

Mrs. Morgan became an active 
worker in this field, devoting her intei- 
lect and energy to the work, and proved 
a great help to her husband in the 
work. She was the national pres:dent 
of the W. C. T. U. of Malaysia, and 
very active in the temperance work 
there. 

When the five years which a mi3- 
sionary usually siays in the foreign 
field was up there was no one to take 
Mr. and Mrs. Morgan's place and so 
they stayed over. It was during tis 
sixth year that Mrs. Morgan e»ntractei

EVANS READY FOR A FIGHT, 


While the Yorktown lay in the har- 
bor of Valparaiso, during our dispute 
with Chili, Robley D. Evans, in com- 
mand of the American vessel, was an- 
noyed in every way by the Chilians, 
During a celebration of some sort the 
South Americans nearly precipitated 
war. Rear-Admiral Evans tells of the 
circumstances as follows in a ‘A Sail- 
or’s Log,” published by D, Appleton & 
Company.: 

As the Cochran (the Chilian vessel) 
fired the first gun of her salute she sent 
off a flight of rockets; one of them, a 
war rocket, just missed the Yorktown, 
We were in plain view on accountofthe 
beams of the numerous search lights 
from the Chilian war vessels, and it 
seemed that the rocket must have been 
purposely aimed at»us; but there was 
room for doubt, and as it had not 
struck us I assumed that it was an ac- 
cident. I at once hoisted a large Amer- 
ican flag and turned both my search 
lights on it, so that if any one really 
wanted to hit me he could know just 
where I was. I was determined, if trou- 
ble came, there should be no ground for 
saying we had been accidentally struck 
in the dark. When the search lights, a 
few moments later, again lighed us up, 
they showed the crew of the Yorktown 
standing at their quarters and: the guns 


all readv for business. The _ second 
war rocket from the Cochran went 
through the rigging of a German 


steamer some: distance away from us, 
but no more came our way.

LYMAN SCHOOL BILL. 

BOSTON, June 4—At the afternoon 
session of the Senate the bill making 
appropriations for the Lyman school 
for boys was taken up. 

Senator Currier of Essex offered an 
amendment which he believed would 
Stop the alleged extravagance and rem- 
edy existing evils, It provided that the 
expenditure of all moneys for the in- 
stitution should be in the hands of the 
State board of charity. instead of the 
trustees. 

Senator ‘Lawrence of Plymouth op- 
posed this amendment as a refle:tion 
on the trustees, and at some length de- 
fended the schools and’ its results. 

Senator Clemence insisted that there

The bill to annul the charter of tne 
Haverhill gas securities company met 
its Waterloo in the upper branch, Sena- 
tors Wiliams, Gardner and Butler op- 
posed it on: the ground that it would 
not remed'y what those behind the 
measure aimed at. Some one asked for 
a rollcall but this was refused. Hence 
there is no recorded division on the 
bill. It was killed without count. 

A resolve to give Sanford Weston a 
bounty of $125 from the state treasury, 
since he never received the town boun- 
ty that Middleboro was alleged to have 
promised him, caused quite a heated 
debate between Senators Gardner of 
Essex and Chamberlain of Plymouth. 

Weeton is a Civil war veteran. The 
question\at issue was as to whether 
the town of Middleboro, from which he 
enlisted, made a promise to pay that 
covered the case of Weston. Instead 
of enlisting in the company furnished 
by the town shortly after its bounty 
offer, he enlisted in the cavalry three 
months later. This wag in 1861. 

Senator Gardner opposed the resolve, 
while Senator Chambertain fought for 
it. The Senate decided with the latter 
and the resolve was passed to a third 
reading.

BY THE SENATE. \ 


BOSTON, JUNE 6,—The bill to dividgy 
the commonwealth into 
districts was orcered to a third read- 
ing yesterday in the state Senate with- 
out amendment and without a count. 

Senator Codman’s proposition for a 
new lay-out of the Boston districts In- 
| tende ji to strengthen those districts for 
the benefit of the Republicans, was re 
jected 12 to 19. A motion, made by Sen 
ator Sprague of Quincy, to refer tht 
bill to the next General Court was also 
defeated, 8 to 26, 

When the bill was taken up Senato! 
Howland of Suffolk favorel its refer- 
encé to the next General Court, and the 
election of a 14th congressman.in the 
coming fall at large. Senator Sprague 
of Norfolk also favored reference, and 
ridiculed a division which would place 
voters of Quincy with the Democrats o! 
South Boston.

Deming, who opened. for the affirmative. 
The first speaker for the negative was 
Gallyon, and he was followed by Ryder 
who spoke strongly. Welch, the second 
speaker on the negative made some tell- 
ing points. The third speaker on-either 
side was Whitney and Bale. 

The debate was very successful altho’ 
not largely attended. The speakers 
showed a thorough grasp of the subject 
for debate on both sides of which they 
were obliged to be prepared, not know- 
ing until the evening of the debate on 
which side they would have to speak.
